Spies and Sleuths 
“71 Hours” (Coward, McCann and Geoghegan, 223p., 
$5.95; I, 77-185406) is a first venture in the field of 
suspense for Michael Mason. Seventy-one hours is the 
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length of time available to the FBI to stop an assassina- 
tion plot against the Russian Premier who is journeying 
to America to sign a disarmament treaty with the 
President. Mr. Mason tells an exciting story about the 
FBI, its personnel, and its sophisticated techniques. For 
those who like a fast-paced, well developed suspense 
story, this one is worth reading. 


“A Murder to Make You Grow Up Little Girl” is the 
unlikely title of a new Falcon Head Mystery from 
World (128p., $5.95; IIa, 78-184050). It is the work 
of a French girl named Laurence Oriol and has been 
translated by W. G. Corp. Eight-year-old Sophie is 
the daughter of Luc and Marianne Battaille, who are 
sharing a Riviera villa with Bernard and Felicie Mes- 
sonier. And there is the singer who calls himself Cy- 
ril. Sophie doesn’t like the beach or the water or Cy- 
ril. But Cyril is killed one night when Sophie has 
been unable to sleep and has wandered down by the 
beach and witnessed the murder. She is near-sighted 
and has forgotten her glasses, but the murderer thinks 
she knows who killed Cyril. Sophie really doesn’t 
grow up by reason of the murder, although she is put 
through enough to mature any eight-year-old. It is an 
attractively written little—and short—mystery which 
should not surprise too many fans with its enigmatic 
denouement. 


“The Karamanov Equations” by Marshall Goldberg 
(World. 269p., $7.95; IIb, 70-168379) is intricate in- 
deed. Karamanov is a Russian genius who has inven- 
ted a near-perfect anti-missile defense but has been 
struck with a disastrous blood clot. Nicholas Sten is 
an American surgeon who has invented a gas-gun to 
remove such clots from areas otherwise not accessible. 
So, Sten is being called to save Karamanov. The trick 
is that the CIA asks Sten to kill Karamanov, even 
though he may have to forfeit his own life. The further 
complication is that Sten and his wife are approaching 
the end of their respective marital tethers.
